GENTLEMEN, 


During the past year 79 patients have been admitted: 55 as 
private patients and 24 under the Inebriates Act. Of the 79, 9 
were drug addicts; the remainder entered an account of alcohol

who ascribed their alcohol habit to business or domestic worries,

The ages of those admitted ranged from 21 to 77. Asa 
general rule I find that the very young prove unsatisfactory 
patients—they are not in the true sense voluntary admissions— 
they resent control, do not realise the necessity for an alteration in 
their habits, and appear to be not in the least impressed by the 
effects of intemperance which they see around them among their 


fellow patients. 


I very rarely admit those over 70. It is usually too late an 


age to expect alteration, though of the three received during the

previous 21 years: one continued to do well till the time of his 
death, and I have just received information about another, now 
aged 84, that he has not touched drink or drugs during the last 


IZ years. 


With regard to the inebriant employed, an increasing number 
have taken methylated spirits when other spirits were unobtaiuaable 
either on account of lack of funds or because of the impossibility of 


purchasing alcoholic drink excepting during a few hours in the day. 
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In the press, from time to time, the prevalence of this habit 
is referred to, especially among women. For the past 20 years 
such methylated spirit as has been used in this Institution has been 
*doctered”’ with Tartar Emetic and marked “ poison.” I have 
very rarely known a patient to sample this mixture, and have never 
known one to try it twice. It would add but a trifle to its cost if 
methylated spirit sold to the public were to have this addition, 


which would effectively stop its consumption as a beverage.

Though a considerable number of those admitted were in a 
bad condition on arrival, a condition in some cases due, I believe, to 
the inferior and immature spirits placed upon the market, to which 
I referred in my last report (and of these, three were in Delirium © 
Tremens), the recovery of health was, as a rule, rapid; and in no 


cases did any serious illness subsequently develop. 


There have been 80 patients discharged, of these the follow- 
ing left prematurel::—2 on account of urgent private affairs; 3 
were transferred elsewhere for the benefit of there health; 5 proved 
unsuitable for treatment (one of them was insane); and in 4 cases 
I considered further treatment unnecessary. 


As I have mentioned in the appended table, the average 
length of residence of all those discharged during a period extending 
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over many years has been 2043 weeks. This includes, on the one 
hand, those who have made a prolonged stay, on the other, persons 


who have remained only a few days. 


During the past year the average has been 9 weeks. There 
were a considerable number who, for various reasons, could not, or 
would not, spare the time which wouid give them a fair chance to 
recover health or to derive much benefit from treatment—a result 


unsatisfactory to all concerned,
